To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Arnold  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Fourth  Annual  Report  on  the 
state  of  the  health  of  the  Urban  District  of  Arnold.  This  review  deals 
with  the  year  1950  and  I feel  that  it  may  be  said  that  the  health  of 
the  District  has  been  very  satisfactory. 

From  an  epidemiological  point  of  view  it  may  be  presumed  that 
the  District  has  been  very  fortunate  for  although  a serious  outbreak 
of  influenza  occurred  in  the  country  generally,  Arnold  was  not 
seriously  affected  and  the  case  rate  for  notifiable  diseases  was 
satisfactorily  low.  Again  only  one  case  of  Acute  Poliomyelitis  was 
notified  and  this  was  of  the  non-paralytical  variety.  Once  more 
it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  report  that  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  were 
notified.  This  is  a great  credit  to  the  workers  of  the  past  in  the  field 
of  Diphtheria  Immunisation  and  it  is  surely  proof  of  the  value  of 
Preventive  Medicine. 

Whilst  the  Vaccination  and  Immunisation  states  are  a source  of 
satisfaction  to  all  employed  in  this  field,  nevertheless  it  is  felt  that 
the  utmost  vigilance  must  be  maintained  to  retain  this  level  and  to 
improve  upon  it. 

In  the  Report  will  be  found  considerable  information  relating  to 
the  Health  Services  provided  by  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council. 
This  material,  provided  by  the  County  Medical  Officer,  is  in  respect  of 
work  carried  by  your  Medical  Officer  in  his  part-time  office  as  Assistant 
County  Medical  Officer. 

The  satisfactory  state  of  these  services  are  a credit  to  the  efforts 

of  the  Health  Visitors  working  in  the  District.

It  is  with  sincere  pleasure  that  I desire  to  express  my  appreciation 
of  all  the  help  that  I have  received  at  all  times  from  my  colleagues 
on  the  Health  Staff  of  the  District.  I would  like  to  include  in  those 
remarks  the  Health  Visitors  working  in  the  District,  together  with  all 
other  members  of  the  County  Health  Staff  employed  in  Arnold.  The 
efficiency  of  the  Health  Staff  is  reflected  in  the  smooth  and  harmonious 
working  of  the  Department.

(N.B.  The  “148  Smaller  Towns"  refers  to  those  towns  which  had  a 
population  of  25,000  to  50,000  at  the  1931  Census  and  therefore 
comparable  to  the  present  estimated  population  of  the  Arnold  Urban 
District.) 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  District  are  generally  satisfactory 
and  compare  very  favourably  with  those  of  England  and  Wales  as 
a whole  and  also  for  those  of  the  148  Smaller  Towns.  The  figures 
relating  to  Infantile  Mortality,  Enteritis  and  Diarrhoea  have  decreased 
to  a very  satisfactory  extent. 

Births. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  live  births  has  fallen  compared 
with  1949,  viz.  318  in  1950  as  against  350  in  1949.  As  a result  the 
birth  rate  has  fallen,  viz.  14.87  in  1950  as  compared  with  16.68  in 
1949.  Again  the  birth  rate  is  considerably  less  than  that  of  the 
country  as  a whole.  However,  the  live  births  exceed  the  deaths  by 
97. 

The  still  births  compare  favourably  with  those  of  the  previous 
year,  there  being  6 in  1949.  None  of  these  still  births  was  illegitimate. 
The  still  birth  rate  compares  more  than  favourably  with  the  country 
figure  and  for  that  of  the  148  Smaller  Towns. 

The  number  of  Illegitimate  births  remains  steady,  being  2 more 
than  in  1949. 

Deaths. 

The  crude  death  rate  for  1950  is  10.35  whereas  that  for  the 
previous  year  was  11.39.  This  is  very  satisfactory  and  it  will  be 
noted  that  the  adjusted  death  rate  is  also  less  than  that  of  the  whole 
country  and  of  the  148  Smaller  Towns. 

An  analysis  of  the  deaths  in  age  groups  reveals  that  a good 
proportion  of  the  deaths  is  in  the  later  stages  of  life,  thus  : —

The  oldest  recorded  death  was  in  a person  of  94  years,  and  of  the 
deaths  occurring  in  persons  over  90  years  only  one  died  out  of  the 
District  and  was  in  Hospital. 

Once  more  a study  of  the  causes  of  death  reveals  that  the 
commonest  is  that  due  to  heart  and  circulatory  diseases,  then  cancer 
and  respiratory  lesions.  It  will  be  noted  in  the  causes  of  death  that 
cancer  of  the  lung  is  greater  than  that  of  the  stomach  and  that  has 
been  noted  generally  throughout  the  country,  viz.  that  lung  cancer 
appears  to  be  on  the  increase. 
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Infantile  Mortality. 

The  Infantile  mortality  rate  has  fallen  compared  with  that  for 
1949  being  31.4  whereas  that  for  1949  was  34.28.  The  figure  is 
considerably  higher  than  that  for  the  country  and  for  the  148  Smaller 
Towns.

No  cases  of  deaths  of  Haemorrhagic  Disease  of  the  New  Born  have 
been  recorded  and  routine  blood  grouping  of  ante-natal  mothers  is 
being  carried  out  in  order  to  detect  the  possibility  of  this  condition 
occurring. 

Of  the  10  deaths,  7 occurred  in  the  first  4 weeks  of  life  and  of 
these  cases,  6 occurred  within  24  hours  of  birth.  It  will  be  realised 
that  these  fatalities  could  not  have  been  prevented  and  were  a large 
contributing  factor  to  the  somewhat  high  infantile  mortality  rate.

Notifiable  Diseases. 

The  health  of  the  District  has  been  very  good  in  respect  of 
infectious  diseases  during  1950  and  generally  compares  very  favourably 
with  the  country  as  a whole  and  also  with  that  of  the  148  Smaller 
Towns. 

The  table  below  gives  the  incidence  of  notifiable  diseases, 
together  with  the  case  rates  per  1,000  population  and  these  are 
compared  with  the  rates  for  the  Country  as  a whole  and  also  the  148 
Smaller  Towns.

The  other  important  infectious  diseases,  viz.,  the  Enteric  Fevers, 
Meningococcal  Infection,  and  Smallpox  are  omitted  from  the  table 
as  no  cases  were  notified  during  1950  in  the  Arnold  Urban  District. 


Scarlet  Fever. 

There  has  been  a very  considerable  decrease  in  the  number  of 
cases  of  scarlet  fever  during  1950,  only  11  cases  being  notified 
compared  with  48  during  1949.  Once  more  in  all  cases  these  infections 
were  sporadic,  and  all  were  of  a benign  nature. 
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Whooping  Cough. 

The  number  of  cases  of  whooping  cough  has  increased  considerably 
viz.,  37  in  1950  as  compared  with  8 in  1949.  This  disease  is  our 
commonest  serious  fever  but  the  figures  for  the  District  compare 
more  than  favourably  with  those  for  the  country  as  a whole  and  for 
the  148  Smaller  Towns. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  when  a satisfactory  immunising  material 
is  found  against  this  disease,  and  I am  confident  that  this  will  not  be 
very  long,  the  menace  of  this  condition  will  be  removed.  There  is 
a certain  amount  of  this  immunisation  taking  place  at  present,  being 
done  by  the  local  General  Practitioners  and  this  is  no  doubt  having 
its  effect  and  helping  to  reduce  our  figures. 

Measles. 

The  minor  epidemic  reported  last  year  abated  during  the  year 
under  review  and  is  reflected  in  the  very  low  rate  compared  with  the 
rest  of  the  country. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis  (Infantile  Paralysis). 

There  has  been  one  case  of  non-paralytic  acute  poliomyelitis 
reported  during  the  year.  The  neglected  case  of  this  condition  often 
leads  to  serious  paralysis  and  early  diagnosis  and  hospitalisation  by 
the  General  Practitioner  concerned  has  resulted  in  a good  cure  in  this 
case.  It  should  be  noted,  however,  that  all  cases  do  not  show  a non- 
paralytical  phase. 

There  were  no  cases  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis  reported  in  the 
District  although  there  was  a case  rate  of  0.13  per  1,000  population  in 
Die  country  as  a whole. 

Diphtheria. 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I can  report  again  that  no  case  of 
diphtheria  has  been  notified  during  1950.  One  suspected  case  was 
sent  to  hospital  but  it  was  not  even  admitted  as  it  was  not  confirmed 
on  arrival.  This  disease  has  been  definitely  conquered  provided  that 
no  slackening  takes  place  in  the  pursuit  of  the  Immunisation  Scheme. 

Food  Poisoning. 

Only  one  case  of  food  poisoning  was  reported  during  1950  although 
it  was  known  that  certain  residents  were  exposed  to  infection  during 
a small  outbreak  in  a neighbouring  area.  This  condition  is  usually 
reported  too  late  to  take  much  action  and  in  the  case  of  this  outbreak 
was  not  reported  until  several  days  after  exposure.  Many  of  the  cases 
were  not  notified  and  had  travelled  to  various  parts  of  the  country 
and  even  to  the  Continent.  It  was  possible  to  trace  the  cause  and 
to  prevent  recurrence  even  though  all  articles  of  food  contaminated 
had  been  disposed  of. 

With  all  the  propaganda  for  clean  food,  etc.,  it  is  hoped  that 
the  risk  of  this  condition  will  dwindle. 
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Ophthalmia  Neonatorium. 

Two  cases  of  this  condition  were  reported  in  1950,  and  were 
dealt  with  without  any  ill  effect  to  the  babies  concerned. 

Pneumococcal  Meningitis. 

One  case  of  this  condition  was  notified  during  1950  and  was 
admitted  to  hospital.  This  type  of  case,  until  recently  almost 
invariably  fatal,  was  successfully  treated  and  discharged  cured. 

Tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  during  1950  remains 
approximately  the  same  as  the  previous  year,  being  22  compared  with 
23  in  1949.  There  is  also  a satisfactory  fall  in  the  death  rate  from 
this  cause. 

The  death  rate  is  0.29  per  1,000  population  and  this  figure  com- 
pares very  favourably  with  the  figure  for  the  country  as  a whole,  viz., 
0.36  whilst  that  for  the  148  Smaller  Towns  is  0.33.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 


Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  City  Laboratory  has  now  become  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  being  the  laboratory  for  the  Notts.  Area  under  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  of  the  Medical  Research  Council.

The  Laboratory  carries  out  many  other  functions  but  the  above 
are  the  main  ones  the  Department  is  likely  to  require.  The  Service 
is  a most  excellent  one  and  is  free  to  the  Medical  Profession. 


City  Analyst’s  Laboratory. 

Similar  examinations  to  the  above  are  carried  out  in  respect 
of  Milk,  Ice  Cream  and  Water.  The  Laboratory  is  also  able  to  carry 
out  chemical  analysis  of  food.  Mr.  W.  W.  Taylor,  B.Sc.,  F.R.I.C., 
is  an  official  analyst  for  the  purpose  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938. 


Ambulance  Service. 

One  ambulance  is  stationed  at  the  Arnold  Sub-depot  and  is 
available  for  use  in  the  Arnold  Urban  and  surrounding  districts. 
This  vehicle  is  under  the  direct  control  of  the  Notts.  County  Council 
Ambulance  Control,  Telephone  number  88771. 
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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  SERVICES. 

These  Services  are  supplied  by  the  Nottinghamshire  County 
Council,  your  Medical  Officer  being  in  charge  of  the  Clinics  held  in 
the  District. 

The  new  clinic  buildings,  first  used  last  year  have  been  much 
appreciated  by  mothers  using  the  services  provided  during  1950. 


Ante-natal  and  Post-natal  Clinics. 

The  same  service  continued  throughout  1950  as  in  previous  years, 
the  local  General  Practitioners  continued  to  be  employed  as  Medical 
Officers  to  these  clinics,  the  whole  scheme  working  smoothly  and 
satisfactorily.  Cases  for  consultant  opinion  were  referred  to  the 
Nottingham  Hospital  for  Women  or  to  the  Hospital  to  which  the  case 
would  be  admitted.

Care  of  the  Unmarried  Mother. 

Cases  under  this  heading  have  been  dealt  with  during  1950  and 
excellent  co-operation  exists  between  the  Health  Staff,  the  County 
Almoner  Service  and  the  Southwell  Diocesan  Board  of  Moral  Welfare. 

The  Child  Welfare  Service. 

The  care  of  the  pre-school  child  has  carried  on  as  in  former  years 
and  as  remarked  above,  the  new  clinic  has  been  a great  help  in  adding 
to  the  success  of  the  service.  Cases  for  consultant  opinion  have  been 
referred,  as  in  the  past,  to  the  staff  of  the  Nottingham  Children’s 
Hospital,  The  Nottingham  & District  Orthopaedic  Clinic  and  the 
Nottingham  & North  Midland  Eye  Infirmary,  etc.  The  appointment 
system  in  force  at  the  first  two  bodies  has  been  much  appreciated  by 
the  mothers  referred  to  their  Consultants  sessions. 

During  the  year  under  review  the  Nottinghamshire  County 
Council  started  a Consultant  Paediatrician  Service,  the  Arnold 
District  having  the  services  of  Dr.  A.  C.  Blandy,  a Consultant  of  the 
Sheffield  Region  Hospital  Board  if  required.  The  service  has  been 
utilised  by  myself  in  my  capacity  as  Medical  Officer  to  the  Child 
Welfare  Clinic  and  the  service  has  been  most  excellent  and  the  mothers 
speak  very  highly  of  it. 

Under  this  scheme  cases  of  children’s  diseases  can  be  referred  to 
the  Consultant  via  the  County  Medical  Officer,  and  an  appointment 
is  made  with  Dr.  Blandy  for  the  case  to  be  seen  at  County  Offices  in 
Nottingham  and,  in  case  of  necessity,  beds  are  available  under  the 
Consultant’s  supervision.

There  were  no  cases  of  untoward  reactions  following  or  complica- 
tions resulting  from  vaccinations. 

When  one  considers  the  number  of  births  occurring  in  the  District, 
viz.,  318  during  1950,  the  above  figure  of  178  children  under  1 year 
vaccinated  during  1950  shows  that  a good  percentage  of  babies  are 
being  vaccinated.  This  figure  is  56%  and  is  well  above  the  recognised 
percentage  for  the  country  generally. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation  Service. 

The  scheme  as  carried  out  in  previous  years  has  remained  in  force 
and  the  clinic  is  held  as  follows  : — 

Arnot  Hill  Park — Last  Friday  in  the  month  . . 2.00  to  4.30  p.m. 

The  clinic  originally  held  at  Mapperley  on  the  first  Thursday 
morning  in  the  month  was  discontinued  during  1950  and  this  session 
is  now  held  monthly  after  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic  held  there  on 
Friday  afternoons.  This  session  usually  falls  on  the  first  Friday  in 
the  month  and  commences  at  4 p.m. 
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Similarly,  the  vaccination  clinic  held  at  Mapperley  was  discon- 
tinued and  is  now  held  after  the  second  Friday  clinic  at  4 p.m.  Both 
these  sessions  deal  also  with  children  from  the  neighbouring  District 
of  Carlton  and  also  the  City  of  Nottingham,  the  records  being 
forwarded  to  the  Authorities  concerned.

The  percentage  for  preschool  children  has  increased  from  62%  in 
1949  to  66%  in  1950  and  this  is  an  improvement  but  can  be  very 
considerably  improved  upon.  The  immunisation  state  is  however 
satisfactory  and  this  is  confirmed  by  the  absence  of  cases  of  diphtheria. 
However,  it  is  essential  that  all  the  good  work  done  in  the  past  by  all 
enthusiasts  in  the  field  of  preventive  medicine  must  be  kept  up  if 
we  are  to  keep  this  serious  infective  disease  in  check. 

Daily  Guardians. 

A satisfactory  scheme  for  daily  guardians  is  administered  and 
maintained  by  the  Local  Health  Authority. 

Home  Help  Service. 

A Home  Help  Service  is  provided  by  the  Nottinghamshire  County 
Council  as  Local  Health  Authority  and  there  is  a Local  Organiser  for 
the  Carlton  and  Arnold  Urban  Districts.  This  Organiser  is  located 
at  Park  House  Clinic,  Carlton  (T.N.  Carlton  57151).  This  Local 
Organiser  is  available  at  Arnot  Hill  Park  Clinic  on  Thursdays  from 
12  noon  to  2 p.m. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  Nottinghamshire  County  Council  are  responsible  for  this 
service  and  maintain  the  Arnold,  Woodthorpe  and  Daybrook  District 
Nursing  Association.  There  are  three  District  Nurses  available.

Dental  Services— Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

The  Dental  Service  for  pre-school  children  and  ante-natal  and 
nursing  mothers  is  provided  by  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council 
as  the  Local  Health  Authority  and  has  continued  to  function  in  spite 
of  the  serious  shortage  of  staff.  This  lack  of  staff  has  almost  sounded  the 
death  knell  of  the  School  Dental  Service  and  unless  some  drastic 
alteration  takes  place  the  magnificent  preventive  work  of  the  Service 
is  likely  to  be  lost. 
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National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  Section  47. 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  this  Section 
of  the  Act  during  the  year  1950.  This  section  deals  with  the  removal 
of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention  who  are  unable  to  look  after 
themselves.  Action  can  be  taken  by  the  Council  upon  receipt  of  a 
certificate  from  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  The  Council, 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  gives  me  particular  pleasure  in  presenting  this,  my  25th  Annual 
Report  on  the  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  your  Urban  District  for  the 
year  ending  31st  December,  1950. 

In  spite  of  economic  difficulties  and  shortages  of  materials  I 
feel  that  the  year  under  review  has  been  one  of  steady  progress.  It 
is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  basic  functions  and  services  of  your 
Health  Department,  apart  from  Slum  Clearance,  have  in  no  way  been 
curtailed  or  restricted. 

Various  features  have  arisen  during  the  year  as  follows  : — 

1.  Your  Health  Department  was  re-established  in  converted  Office 
accommodation  in  the  Park  on  the  6th  January,  1950,  at  a cost 
of  less  than  £100,  which  to  have  built  new  would  have  cost  in  the 
region  of  £2,000.  This  arrangement  has  proved  very  beneficial 
to  our  work  and  conditions  and  is  of  greater  convenience  to  the 
general  public. 

2.  The  adoption  of  Bye-laws  for  securing  the  observance  of  Sanitary 
and  cleanly  conditions  and  practices  in  connection  with  the 
Handling  etc.  of  Food  sold  for  human  consumption  which  came 
into  operation  on  the  10th  July,  1950,  is  evidence  of  your  Council's 
keen  interest  in  the  National  Clean  Food  Campaign  which  is  now 
gaining  strength  and  momentum  throughout  the  Country. 

3.  The  House  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal  service  has  been 
maintained  with  some  difficulty  during  the  year,  arrears  of  work 
arising  from  accidents,  illness  and  holidays,  having  to  be  made 
good  by  existing  staff,  replacement  labour  being  unobtainable. 
Goodwill  on  the  part  of  all  concerned  is  essential  in  order  to  main- 
tain this  very  vital  service  at  an  efficient  level. 
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The  Salvage  Scheme,  which  was  discontinued  in  September, 
1949,  owing  to  loss  of  markets  and  slump  in  prices,  was  resumed 
on  the  2nd  October,  1950,  and  in  the  six  months  ending  31st 
March,  1951,  produced  an  income  to  the  General  Rate  Fund  of 
your  Council  of  £1,164  for  an  expenditure  of  £665  18s.  7d.  It  is 
expected  to  produce  during  the  current  twelve  months  an  income 
of  over  £4,000  which  will  after  the  payment  of  all  expenses,  show  a 
50%  net  profit. 

House-holders,  shop-keepers,  commercial  and  industrial 
premises,  schools,  etc.,  can  assist  in  the  Scheme  by  keeping  all 
used  newspapers,  periodicals,  cardboard,  separate  from  the  dustbin 
refuse  for  the  Council’s  weekly  collection,  in  so  doing  the  Public 
will  making  a substantial  contribution  towards  stabilising  the 
Rates  at  the  present  level. 

4.  Housing — The  outlook  on  this  question  is  not  very  good  and 
remains  extremely  urgent.  Only  114  Council  Houses  and  21 
private  houses  were  completed  in  1950  as  against  153  and  27 
respectively  in  1949,  the  figures  for  1951  will  be  lower  still.  The 
live  waiting  list  for  houses  has  increased  from  712  at  31st  December, 
1949  to  815  at  the  end  of  1950.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  figure  will 
exceed  1,000  by  the  end  of  1951.  The  waiting  time  for  families 
living  in  rooms  or  with  in-laws  has  increased  from  3 years  in  1949 
to  4 years  at  the  present  time  and  for  House-holders  from  4 years 
in  1949  to  5 years  and  over  by  the  end  of  this  year. 

Fortunately,  no  staff  changes  have  occured  during  1950,  as  was 
the  case  in  1949.  Other  details  of  work  carried  out  during  the  year 
will  be  found  under  the  various  headings  in  the  following  pages. 

In  conclusion  I desire  to  record  my  appreciation  for  the  active 
interest  and  support  afforded  me  by  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Building  & Sanitary,  Housing  and  Finance  Committees  and 
Council,  to  Dr.  North,  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  brother  Officials 
for  their  willing  co-operation  at  all  times,  to  the  Staff  of  the  Depart- 
ment and  all  workmen  under  my  control  for  a year’s  work  well  done.

The  use  of  water  from  the  well  supplying  the  two  cottages  has 
been  prohibited  for  human  consumption  and  arrangements  made  for 
an  alternative  source  of  supply. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

A separate  system  of  Foul  and  Surface  water  sewers  operates 
throughout  the  built  up  area  of  the  Urban  District. 

Additional  branch  sewers  have  been  provided  during  the  year 
in  connection  with  the  development  of  the  Killisick  No.  2 Housing 
Estate. 
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Parts  of  the  District  without  Public  Sewers  are  as  follows  : — 

1.  Mapperley  Plains  North  of  Arnold  Hill  Farm,  but  excluding  the 

Middlebeck  Estate. 

2.  Part  of  the  Clumber  Avenue  Estate  (mainly  undeveloped). 

3.  Greendale  Road,  off  Sandfield  Road  (mainly  undeveloped). 

4.  Gedling  Lane  East  of  Crosslands  Farm  to  Mapperley  Plains  (Rural). 

5.  Part  of  Oxclose  Lane  South  of  Byron  Street  (undeveloped). 

6.  Leapool,  Sherwood  Lodge,  Ramsdale  Park  and  outlying  Farms 

North  of  Redhill  Arch  and  Dorkett  Head  Brickyard  (Rural). 

The  new  main  outfall  drainage  scheme  is  receiving  the  urgent 
attention  of  your  Council  and  their  Consulting  Engineers — Messrs. 
Elliott  & Brown. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

There  are  no  rivers  within  the  Urban  District  and  no  nuisances 
have  been  observed  or  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Department  from 
the  four  brook  courses  converging  in  the  main  Daybrook  at  the 
Junction  of  Thackerays  Lane  and  Mansfield  Road. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

The  balance  of  the  contract  for  the  scheme  of  converting  168 
waste  water  closets  in  the  district  commenced  in  September,  1949, 
was  completed  in  May,  1950,  with  the  outstanding  87  conversions, 
at  a Total  Cost  of  £2,861  10s.  lid.  The  cost  to  the  Owners  of  the 
property  affected,  including  a 2\%  Establishment  Charge  was 
£1,466  11s.  4d.  This  amount  has  all  been  recovered  by  the  Council. 

The  whole  district,  apart  from  a few  outlying  premises,  can  now 
be  regarded  as  being  100%  water  carriage  system. 

Public  Cleansing. 

As  mentioned  in  my  opening  remarks  to  this  report  the  collection 
of  house  refuse  has  been  maintained  with  some  difficulty  during  the 
year.  It  has  not  been  possible  to  obtain  replacement  labour  to  make 
good  arrears  of  work  arising  from  accidents,  illness  and  statutory 
holidays.  “Keep  going”  has  been,  and  still  is,  the  order  of  the  day. 

The  new  10  cubic  yard  normal  side  loading  Dennis  refuse  vehicle 
ordered  in  July,  1948,  was  placed  into  service  on  the  27th  March, 
1950. 

Our  fleet  now  consists  of  1 Dennis,  1 S.D.  Freighter,  1 Karrier 
Bantam  and  1 Leyland  cub — salvage  and  utility  vehicle. 

Collection  Staff  consists  of  3 drivers,  3 charge-hands  and  9 
loaders  including  1 relief  driver. 

Disposal  Staff — 1 charge-man  and  2 labourers  \ 1 Driver. 
Salvage  3 labourers  J 
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Protective  clothing — 2 sets  of  bib  and  brace  overalls  are  issued 
to  all  men  each  year.  The  purchase  of  hip-length  (naval  pattern) 
duffle  coats  for  winter  use  has  been  much  appreciated  by  the  men  and 
very  beneficial.  These  coats  are  called  in  during  the  Spring  for  dry 
cleaning  and  storing. 

Workshop. 

A new  10  cwt.  Bradford  (Jowett)  Van  was  delivered  in  August, 
1950,  and  has  proved  very  useful  in  servicing  vehicles  and  equipment, 
breakdowns  and  other  work  of  the  Council. 

Salvage. 

This  work,  abandoned  in  September,  1949,  was  actively  resumed 
on  the  2nd  October,  1950.  The  results  are  proving  highly  satisfactory 
and  for  the  6 months  ending  31st  March,  1951,  produced  an  income 
of  £1,164  for  an  Expenditure  of  £665  18s.  7d.

It  has  been  found  that  sewer  infestation  usually  coincides  with 
complaints  received  regarding  surface  infestation  and  it  is  hoped 
that  the  elimination  of  broken  and  defective  house  drains  plus  the 
continued  treatment  of  sewers  will  eventually  reduce  the  rat  popula- 
tion to  very  limited  proportions. 

The  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949,  which  became 
operative  on  the  31st  March,  1950,  and  is  now  the  basic  law  for  dealing 
with  the  problems  of  Rats  and  Mice,  but  as  with  all  Laws  of  this 
nature,  requiring  the  active  interest  and  support  of  the  general 
public,  should  be  interpreted  with  a certain  amount  of  elasticity, 
otherwise  the  whole  machinery  becomes  so  cumbersome  and  lost  in  a 
welter  of  form  filling  that  the  main  objective  of  destroying  rats  is 
completely  lost  in  overhead  expenditure  and  administration.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Food  Premises. 

During  the  year  421  visits  were  made  to  food  premises  within  the 
District.  In  26  premises  defects  or  unsatisfactory  conditions  were 
found,  mainly  of  a minor  nature,  and  remedied  by  informal  action. 

Excellent  co-operation  exists  between  your  Health  Department 
and  the  Surveyors  Department  regarding  the  deposit  of  plans  for 
food  premises  in  general.  Before  the  plans  are  approved,  they  are 
examined  for  compliance  with  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  and  other 
relevant  legislation  and  as  such  new  food  preparation  premises  are 
adequately  controlled  in  the  District. 
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Preserved  Food  Manufacture. 

In  accordance  with  Section  14,  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  all 
premises  within  the  district  which  are  used  for  the  preparation  or 
manufacture  of  sausages  or  potted,  pressed,  pickled  or  preserved  food 
intended  for  sale  were  inspected  and  registered. 

This  entailed  a thorough  inspection  of  all  butchers  shops  within 
the  district.  Particular  attention  was  paid  to  the  containers  in  which 
the  meat  was  pickled.  In  two  cases  it  was  found  that  galvanised 
iron  containers  were  used,  with  great  danger  of  the  zinc  contaminating 
the  meat  and  pickle,  giving  rise  to  chemical  poisoning.  The  use  of 
such  containers  were  immediately  prohibited  and  the  occupiers 
provided  other  suitable  containers. 

Ice  Cream. 

Forty-nine  premises  are  registered  by  your  Health  Department

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It  is  suggested  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  that  it  would  be  unwise 
to  pay  too  much  attention  to  any  single  sample.  The  recommendation 
is  that  over  a six-monthly  period  50%  of  a vendors  samples  should 
fall  into  Grade  1,  80%  into  Grades  1 or  2,  not  more  than  20%  into 
Grade  3,  and  none  into  Grade  4. 

Samples  falling  into  Grades  3 or  4 indicate  that  sufficient  care 
has  not  been  taken  in  the  manufacture  and  handling  of  the  ice  cream, 
and  in  particular  that  the  heating  of  the  mix  may  not  have  been  prop- 
erly carried  out.  It  may  also  indicate  that  at  some  stage  during 
manufacture,  storage  or  handling,  the  ice  cream  has  been  exposed  to 
contamination. 

The  unsatisfactory  samples  of  the  Cold  Mix  product  were  from 
four  manufacturers.  Frequent  visits  were  made  to  the  premises 
concerned,  defects  rectified,  and  advice  given  regarding  the  hygiene 
and  methods  of  manufacturing.  Subsequent  samples  proved  satis- 
factory. 

One  unsatisfactory  sample  was  taken  from  a retailers  premises, 
the  ice  cream  being  supplied  by  a firm  situated  outside  the  district. 
The  appropriate  Authority  was  informed  and  at  the  same  time  advice 
given  to  the  retailer.  Subsequent  samples  were  satisfactory. 

Three  samples  were  analysed  for  fat  content  by  the  Public 
Analyst,  Nottingham.  The  results  are  as  follows  :

(1)  Six  of  the  samples  of  Pasteurised  milk  which  failed  the  Methylene 
Blue  Test  were  declared  void  by  the  Laboratory  because  the 
atmospheric  shade  temperature  exceeded  65°F.  The  other 
unsatisfactory  sample  was  bottled  outside  the  district  and  the 
appropriate  Local  Authority  informed.  Subsequent  samples 
proved  satisfactory. 

It  is  gratifying  to  record  that  over  the  past  two  years, 
excellent  results  have  been  obtained  from  the  only  Pasteurising 
establishment  in  the  District.  Numerous  samples  have  been 
taken,  all  of  which  passed  the  Methylene  Blue  and  Phosphatase 
Tests. 
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For  general  information,  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  is  the 
cleanliness  test.  The  Phosphatase  test  denotes  whether  the 
milk  has  been  satisfactorily  heat-treated  as  prescribed  by  the 
Regulations.  Milk  which  satisfies  the  Phosphatase  test,  denotes 
that  any  Tubercle  bacilli  or  any  other  pathogenic  organisms  in 
the  raw  milk  have  been  destroyed. 


(3)  The  sample  that  failed  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  was  taken  at  the 
request  of  the  distributor  to  try  and  trace  a peculiar  taste  and 
smell  to  one  consignment  of  milk.  The  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
were  informed  and  remedial  measures  taken  with  the  source  of 
production  at  the  farm.  The  milk  is  now  satisfactory  in  every 
respect. 

(5)  On  receipt  of  Laboratory’s  report  re  the  unsatisfactory  sample, 
a visit  was  paid  to  the  dairy  and  steps  taken  to  improve  methods 
of  bottling,  handling  and  sterilisation  of  utensils,  etc.  Subsequent 
samples  have  been  satisfactory. 

It  was  considered  necessary  to  take  one  sample  of  milk  for 
fat  content,  which  was  analysed  by  Mr.  W.  W.  Taylor,  B.Sc.,  Public 
Analyst,  Nottingham,  with  the  following  satisfactory  result  : — 

Milk  Fat  . . . . 3.4%. 

Solids,  Not  Fat  . . 8.82%. 

Formal  sampling  of  milk  for  Chemical  analysis  is  carried  out 
in  this  district  by  the  Weights  and  Measures  department  of  Notts.

Urban  District.
